BULLETIN OF UNEMPLOYMENT AND SICKNESS BENEFIT STATISTICS. 


BEPRUS TY, A947. 
1. GENERAL. 


This summary, issued by the Commonwealth Statistician, (Dr. Roland Wilson), 
covers the operations of the Unemployment and Sickness Benefits Act, 1944, during the 
month of February, 1947, and the eight months ended February, 1947. 


The Act provides for the payment:of benefit to persons whose normal earnings 
have been interrupted through unemployment or temporary incapacity. I+ also provides 
a third class of benefit - designated Special Benefit - which gives a measure of 
assistance to those persons who, on account of some special circumstances, cannot 
comply with the statutory requirements relating to unemployment or sickness benefit, 
and who are prevented from earning a livelihood and are in need. 


The number of recipients of benefit do not embrace the total unemployment and 
sickness in the community. Unemployment or sickness of less than seven days! 
duration is not covered due to the provision in the Act of a "waiting period" of this 
length of time during which no benefit is payable. Permanent incapacity is not 
included as this is covered by the Invalid and Old Age Pensions Act. The application 
of a "means test" excludes another group from benefit. The inclusion of claims 
rejected - sce2(i) - completes the coverage of all persons applying for benefit, 
irrespective of whether their claims are approved or rejected. 


The number of "persons on benefit" in this summary relates to principal 
beneficiaries who would normally be breadwinners. Dependants of such beneficiaries 
are not included. 


The information contained in this bulletin has been compiled from data made 
available by the Department of Social Services. The details given in Sections 4, 6 
and 7 refer to admittances and exits notified during the period shown and not to 
admittances and exits which actually occurred during that period. 


Due to delay in the receipt of information in respect of some beneficiaries, 
the figures are preliminary and subject to revision. This applies particularly to 
discontinuances and results in persons on benefit at the end of the month being 
overstated. 


(i) Claims Rejected: The number of applicants for benefit whose claims were rejected 
during the eight months ended February, 1947, is shown in the table below, No further 
dissection of these rejected claims has been made but it is hoped to extract further 


information in the near future.

ef the 89,489 benefits whose discontinuance was notified during the eight months 
ended February, 1947, 34,866 (39 per cent) were in receipt of benefit for five 
weeks and over, 40,699 (45 per cent) for four weeks and over, 48,089 (54 per 
eent) for three weeks and over, 57,196 (64 per cent) for two weeks and over, 
75,620 (85 per cent) for one week and over, whilst 13,569 (15 per cent) received 
benefit for less than one week. 


Average duration of unemployment benefits discontinued was shorter than that 
of sickness. Twenty per cent of unemployment and eight per cent of siskness 
cases were in receipt of benefit for less than one week, whilst for durations 
of less than three weeks the percentages were 54 and 35 respectively. 


(ii) Reasons for Cessation: Of the 55,385 casez of anemployment benefit whose 
termination was notified during the eight months ended February, 1947, 50,631 
(91.4 per cent) secured employment or failed to report (which in most cases means 
that the beneficiary has resamed employment withont advising the Department of 
Social Services), 1,804 (3.3 per cent) transferred to Sickness Benefit or +0 
another district and 1,778 (3.2 per cent) failed or refused +0 acoept an offer 


of employment. 


Of the 33,406 cases of sickness benefit whose termination was notified, 
28,596 (85.6 per cent) recovered from their illness and presumably resumed 
employment, 1,519 (4.5 per cent) were classified as permanently incapacitated 
which, in practically every case, means that they were transferred to Invalid 
Pensions, 1,343 (4.0 per cent) transferred +0 Unemployment Benefit or to 
another distriot and 616 (1.8 per cent) died.
